In the Office Action Summary, dated September 23, 2003, the Examiner has 
found five (5) distinct inventions claimed in the patent application. Claims 2 and 5 are 
drawn to Invention I for a paper web handling system having an adjustable take-up 
roller. Claim 3 is drawn to Invention II for a paper web handling system having a 
braking means. Claims 7, 13 and 23 are drawn to Invention III for a paper web 
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handling system having a angle adjustment means for the turnbar. Claims 8 through 
10, 20 and 22 are drawn to Invention IV for a paper web handling system having 


handling system having a travel register mechanism. 

Applicant hereby elects to prosecute Claims 7, 13 and 23 of Invention III, without 
traverse. 

The Examiner has also found three patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention: Species A - Figure 1; Species B - Figure 2; and Species C - Figure 3. 

Applicant hereby elects to prosecute Species C - Figure 3, without traverse.
